Operators of taverns and dance 
halls In Waukegan and Lake County 
much Interested In , an opinion 
just given out by Otto Kerner, attor- 
ney general, In response to numerous 
Inquiries from state's attorneys 
throughout Illinois. Under this opin- 
ion dance halls cannot sell liquor 
and taverns may have dance floors. 

Kerner ruled that places waere 
dancing Is the principal attraction 
may not operate without a dance hall 
license, nor may the sale of liquor 
take place In a dance hall. However, 
taverns may have small dance floors 
for the entertainment of their guests, 
If no charge Is made for dancing, he 
said. 

"Nearly every tavern or roadhouse 
now serves food and has a small 
dance floor for the entertainment of 
its patrons." the opinion stated. 

"People residing In cities have be- 
come accustomed to entertainment of 
thlB kind and the advent of the radio 
and automobile has resulted In those 
residing outside of cities becoming 
more and more urbanized, so that the 
country, for all practical purposes, is 
now a part of tho city." 

Kerner went on to say: "However, 
If a dance hall 1b a large public one 
with Its revenue from dancing Its 
principal Income, the county board 
should not permit the sale of liquor 
at any such place and if It Is Bold the 
dance hall license should be revoked. 
Anticipating the Inevitable com- 
ment that the line of demarcation be- 
tween a dance hall where liquor 1b 
sold and a tavern where dancing Is 
free might bo dlfllcult to draw, the 
attorney general said: "It seems to 
me that it should not be extremely 
dlfllcult to distinguish a dance hall 
where a charge Is made for dancing 
and a tavern/ or road house where a 
charge is made for food and drinks 
and dancing Is free or with a small 
charge, to cover cost..of other enter- 
tainment."

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I IAS TAX EXTRAVAGANCE 

MORTGAGED YOUR HOME? 

There are three categories of public indebtedness 
•which today constitute a heavy burden on the Ameri- 
can taxpayer — that of the states, that of the federal 
governmant and that of the cities. And serious as the 
first two are, the last is probably the worst. 

The record of city governments might be expressed 
thus: Bond issues, more bond issues, and then defaults! 
A recent survey indicates that 2,048 city governments 
arc in default on securities to the tune of $1,000,000,- 
000. Another survey places the total debt of default- 
ing cities with populations of 25,000 or more, at 
$959,000,000 — about ten per cent of the total debt for 
all cities, towns, boroughs and villages. 

When a town defaults on its bonds, it means that 
it has raised taxes beyond the point where the taxpayers 
can meet them, and that there is nothing to do but let 
the bondholders take the loss. And it means also that, 
during this process of increasing taxes, businesses have 
been forced to the wall, jobs lost and property confis- 
cated and taken out of productive use. 

The price of economical city government is constant 
watchfulness on the part of the local taxpayers. There 
must be drastic retrenchment in almost every commun- 
ity if further defaults and municipal bankruptcies are 
to be avoided. Efficiency must displace political busi- 
ness experiments, political patronage — graft and dupli- 
cation of effort and overly-extravagant plans for com- 
munity development must be outlawed. Otherwise 
the inevitable result will be more ruined businesses, more 
{homes and farms lost for taxes, and more worthless 

municipal bonds.

r HEADED FOR WHAT? 

In commenting on government's invasion of the 
field of private business, a leading western citizen who 
has created employment for thousands of men by de- 
veloping a number of the West's natural resources, 
says: 

"It's a pity the people who have homes and maybe 
'sjerme small investments and savings, as well as those 
who aspire to such possessions, cannot be brought to 
realize the scourge th.it is arising to plague them (tax- 
exempt government business competing with highly- 
taxed private business) to the end not only of destroy- 
ing their possessions, but depriving them of all oppor- 
tunity to live otherwise than as charges of a bureau- 
cratic absolutism, and in much the same way as now 
applies, so far as living conditions are concerned, to the 
inhabitants of the public alms house. 

"One would think that the history of the develop- 
■ ment of this nation should be sufficiently fresh in the 
memories at least of the native-born, to inspire an en- 
tirely different conception of present-day tendencies than 
that now prevalent. Maybe, after all, we have got to 
resign ourselves to the dismal spectacle of the entire 
constitutional and economic structure of the country in 
ashes before a misguided public awakens to the fact 
that it is being devoured by the flames that it now looks 
upon as an interesting pyrotechnic entertainment." 



PRESS FREEDOM ESSENTIA!. 
In- commenting on political terrorism in Germany, 
which is largely made possible by strict censorship of 
the press, and the insistence of American newspaper- 
men that nothing in a newspaper Code in the United 
States should interfere with constitutional guarantees of 
freedom of the press, General Johnson, in a recent 
$t ttcmont, said: 

"For a long while 1 thought sincerely that the 
newspaper insistence on writing into their code a clause 
saving their constitutional rights was pure surplusage 
. . . But now I. see more clearly why these gentle- 
men were apprehensive." 

Absolute freedom of the press is the greatest guar- 
antee the American people have for life, liberty and 
pursuit of happiness*.

The Mining Review, in a highly jubilant editorial, 
reports that throughout the entire western mining area 
the industry is improving.

AGRICULTURE— THREE PHASES 

Agriculture has been undergoing three distinct 
phases of development.

These are still going on, but the farmer has discovered 
that the legislative power, no matter how aggressively 
used, cannot alone solve all his problems and bring him 
peace and plenty. 

The third phase is characterized by the fact that an 
increasing percentage of American farmers are learning 
the doctrine that "he who helps himself is helped best." 
They are realizing that the way to stability and pros- 
perity, is through determined, cohesive effort by the 
farmers themselves. 

The farmer's weapon in this work is the cooperative. 
It is not subject to political considerations — it docs not 
change in purpose and direction with a shift in the 
political power. It is responsive to his needs, and he 
and his fellow- members made its policies. It does not 
represent a temporary elTort to bring relief — it repre- 
sents long-term planning, in which the larger issues 
are kept always in view. 

It is not in exaggeration to say that, fine as the worJt 
of the co-ops has been in the past, their period of great- 
est achievement still lies in the future.

PEONIES DEIICIIT 

HEARTS IN SPRING 



Best Planting Time Is From 
August 15 Until Freez- 
ing Time 

Among ono of the rivals of the 
world-famous tulip in popularity la 
tho peony. These flowers aro charm- 
ins In vlllugo dooryards and around 
country homes; they aro In keeping 
with' tho landscaping of largo estates. 

Prom tho time tho drat rod shoots 
appear with tho early bulb flowers in 
apring, peonies aro attractive. In 
May and Juno tho blossoms rival all 
others In boauty. From mldsummor 
to lato fall tho heavy deep green 
foliage makes a perfect background 
for bright annuals and perennials 
growing nearby. 

What flowors could bo more Ideal 
for a busy person's garden? They 
thrive In nearly ovory kind of soil 
and In any cllmato where gardening 
can bo done. They are quite free from 
insect pests. When tho plants aro 
onco established, they /will grow and 
bloom year after year with tho least 
possible care. 

Although peonies aro sometimes 
successfully sot out In spring, the 
: best tlmo for planting Is from the 
jr mlddlo of August until about time for 
freezing weather. During the fall the 
roots havo tlmo to <bocomo estab- 
lished so that thoy are all ready to 
grow In spring. Slnco peonies aro 
auch pormonent plants, often lasting 
from five to twenty years without be- 
ing moved, It is especially Important 
that they bo given a good start to- 
ward health and long life. Tho soil 
should bo tho richest garden loam 
that can bo obtained, and tho drain- 
a^o should bo the best. The bed 
should bo' prepared to a depth of two 
or three feot. If manure Is used for 
enriching the soil before tho roots 
aro planted. Manure should not 
come In direct contact with either 
roots or crowns, for It Is likely to 
cause disease. 

Plant Shallow 
It Is Important that the eyes of 
peony roots bo sot from two to three 
Inches below the aurfuce of the soil. 
If they aro planted moro deeply, tho 
plants often will fall to bloom; this 
Is one of Clio most common causes of 
disappointment. Tho soil should bo 
well firmed around tho roots, and 
plenty of water applied* After tho 
. ground Is frozen, a covering of straw, 
marsh hay, or small evergreen 
boughs will help to prevent injury 
from alternate freezing and thawing 
drulhg the winter. 

There is wldo choice among varie- 
ties of peonies. 

Probably ono of tho best liked of 
all Is tho Festlva Maxima, it Is so 
widely grown that this Is tho flower 
many people havo In mind when 
peonies aro mentioned. Hugo satiny 
white blossoms flecked with crimson 
crowd each other on the plants until 
thoy almost hide tho foliage. Festlva 
Maxima Is unusually flno as a cut 
flower. 

Claire Dubois Is bright clear pink 
with satin sheer, and tho largo flowor 
Is fully double. Presidont Toft Is of 
more dollcato hue, a dainty flesh 
pink; tho blossoms are huge. Ther- 
ese Is equally as beautiful with flow- 
ers of soft shell pink. 

Probably the first of all peonies to 
bloom Is Tenulfolla Flora Plena of 
dazzling red with pretty fern-llko foil- 
age. Officinalis Rubra Is almost 
equally as early. 




Frult.Julce Drinks 
A new uhp for. apples lias boon do* 
Velopod at New York State Agrlcul- 
tural Experiment Station, where 
chemists have prepared an appio 
Juice concentrate to bo used In car- 
bon&ted drinks. During warm weath- 
er carbonated drinks are In great de- 
mand and tho work to date Indicates 
that natural fruit Juices can bo utll- 
ized through proper processing and 
filtering. This will mako available 
an apple beverage throughout tho 
year lnstoad of only during the fall 
and winter months, when elder is now 
used. 



Screen Gooseberries 
Green goosoberrloa can be easily 
stemmed by this method: Take a 
ploce of clean screened wlro (IS Inch- 
os squaro 1s a good size) and place 
tho berries upon It, aliout a pint at 
a tlmo. Then with your hands rub 
tho hordes against tho wire, gently 
but firmly. In this way the atoms are 
rubbed off in a few moments and you 
can tako the borrJea out stomloss 
with no damago to your hands and 
nails. Gooseberries should bo stem- 
med Just as quickly aB possible after 
they havo boon picked. 



How to Remove Rust Stains 
Rust Is perhaps tho most stubborn 
of all stains, but tho following solu- 
tion removes rust stains, old or new, 
like magic. To 10 parts of boiling 
rain water, add ono part oxalic acid 
crystals. Keep this solution on hand. 
To removo stains, first dampen the 
material, then apply oxalic acid solu- 
tion with a medicine dropper. Place 
In sun for a short time, then wash 
and rinse well. Soldora falls, but It 
la sometimes necessary to repeat the 
procedure a tlmo or two. 



Pickles Add Zest 

To Summer Dinners 

Nearly every summer lunch or din- 
nor is Improved by the addition of 
pickle's of ono varloty or another. 
Lato summer and fall, too Is the time 
to put up pickles and preserves for 
tho next year. 

Pickled Crab Apples 

Choose crab apples which are uni- 
form In size. Wash, but do not pare. 
Make a spiced syrup of the following: 

1 quart vinegar 

1 quart sugar 

1 tablespoon cinnamon and cloves 

mixed 

1 teaspoon mnco and nutmeg mixed 

Boll all together. When cool, add 
the crabapples and heat gently, being 
careful not to hurst the fruit. Let 
stand In the syrup over night, then 
pack cold, In sterilized Jars. Fill to 
within ono and one-half Inches of 
the top with syrup, then process In 
water bath at 180 degroes (simmer- 
ing) for twenty minutes.
